WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


During the week under review there has been nothing 
particularly startling, the mot interesting question being 
as to the extent of the damage done by the frosts of late 
last week. For it is now known that Maine and upper 
New York, together with portions of Pennsylvania and 
some few other sections of the country suffered more or 
less from frosts on the 14th: How severe these frosts were 
on canners’ crops cannot be verified at this time, but in 
New York State it is known the. bean crop was severely 
hurt in sections, and it is generally conceded that corn suf- 
fered in all sections where the frost was heavy. Maine 
needed a late frost to assure it a good sized corn pack, and 
this early visitation—the earliest in forty years according 
to the official weather bureau—is not at all reassuring. 
What seems to make the condition worse is that weather 
conditions are such as to promise an early return of the 
visitor, and upon his next visit he may decide to stay. 

Speaking of the corn pack of this year many have 
supposed that the pack of this article must be large owing 
to the good, apparent condition of the field corn crop. 
But this guess is not coming out well. New York State 
will not have more than enough to fill her con- 
tracts, and many of the western states will not be much 
better off. The season has been a spotted one. to a very 
large extent. We have seen estimates of the total pack at 
9,000,000 cases. But if these ‘‘guessers’’ are any where 
near correct, this will mean a short pack; because the mar- 
ket is absolutely bare of old goods, and the high prices of 
all other goods in cans will increase the demand for corn. 
There has been some weakness in the markets of the coun-

try on corn during the past ten days, but we attribute this 
to the throwing on the market of goods by packers who 
were compelled to sell. As one well posted man put it this 
week; ‘‘there are too many canning firms trying to do too 
much business on the dollar—that is trying to sell this 
week’s packing so as to have money for next week’s opera- 
tions.’’ These are the men we refer to as ‘‘compelled’’. 
It is a condition of the market that may always be expect- 
ed at this season of the year, and will soon pass away, 
when we believe that it will be found that the market will 
stiffen up materially. 

The prospects for extending canning operations well 
into October grow more dim every day; fitst one section of 
the country and then another reporting unprecedently cold 
weather, with indications of an early and severe frost. 
We will not be surprised to see the canning of the two 
staples, corn and tomatoes, closed with the ending of the 
month of September. Any amount beyond that time isa 
very poor speculation. 

With tomatoes this condition is serious, as it is also to 
a less degree with corn. It had been hoped to have a long 
period of good weather, extending well into October, in 
which some of the now certain shortages might have been 
made up. 

The past week nas been a hard one on ripening toma- 
toes. It was hoped this week would witness the tomato 
glut, which annually occurs, but there has not been enough 
_ Sunshine and insufficient heat to even keep up with last 
week’s supplies. Even the most optimistic have about giv- 
en up all hope of a tomato glut for 1911. 

We understand that Indiana has about reached the 
apex of her tomato supply, and parties from there inform- 
ed us this week, that quite good yields have been received 
at the factories. 
glut there has arrived and passed, and that from now on 
the amounts received will gradually decline Statisticians 
are busy figuring the percentage of Indiana’s shortage as 
compared with other years. Harford County, Maryland, 
which for a long while boasted of its: @0od tomato crop— 
before the crop was ready, has closed down many of its to- 
mato canning plants, and places its shortage at about 50 
per cent.; or in other words claims to have received only a 
half pack this season. The way its packers are trying to 
buy elsewhere from other packers to cover their contracts 


So it will have to be considered that the 


bears out this condition. The Peninsula of Delaware and 
Maryland which with New Jersey constitute the Tri-State 
territory? and all of which sections are in about the same 
condition, have been busy getting up all the tomatoes they 
could find, at any prices, but cannot be counted upon to 
do better than Harford County, which is the big section of 
this territory. There are no changes to note in market 
prices this week in tomatoes, and holders are more than 
firm in their prices. 

Apples whice is the next crop on the calendar for the 
canners’ attention, promise to be a very large crop. It 
was thought New York State would be quite short on ap- 
ples, as also most of the west,but later indications,seem to 
promise a very good crop in all sections. So it will be the 
part of wisdom for canners to go carefully with this pro- 
duct. It is true the evaporators will take a large percent- 
age of the crop, as the market is bared of dried apples, 
which are sellidg at 20c. per pound wholesale; but the cold 
storage people will not be idle, and we can count upon a 
good amount of apples in the green state all during the 
winter. There should be a small margin of profit in pack- 
ing them—if packed carefully and well; but it is not the 
year to plunge in canned apples, we believe. 

Pumpkin also seems to be plentiful, and quite a num- 
ber at work on it. 

There are no material changes in the market quota- 
tions, and as a rule all holders ore firm. Buyers are wait- 
ing contentedly until after fu'ure deliveries are made, and 
are hard to interest in any new purchases. This is as 
might be expected. 

Canners’ metals remain unchanged and without par- 
ticular feature.

Changes and Outlook. 


Market Conditions. 


New York, September 20, 1911. 
The Market.—Everything is quiet pending the out- 
come of the tomato and corn packs which are fast drawing to 
aclose. Tomatoes are so uncertain that it is almost impos- 
sible ts make any prediction which is likely to be even 
reasonably accurate. Most buyers are under the impres- 
sion that the pack will be much larger than it is at present, 
while packers themselves declare that the fruit is not on 
the vines, therefore it cannot ripen. The corn pack is 
nearly done, and it will be about an average. The last 
ue two or three weeks has helped the output materially. 
eee All other varieties remain substantially as previous 
reported. 

Tomatoes.—Although the expected glut did not 
materialize last week, because of cold and wet weathe:, 
buyers do not seem to be impressed by that fact particu- 
larly, as in the past few days there scems to have been 
developed a greater willingness on the part of southern 
packers to accept orders at 82%4c. for No. 3 and 62%c. 
for No. 2 standards of this season’s packing f.o b. factory 
with Baltimore rate of freight. It is true, however, that 
the best packers decline to consider bids for less than 85c. 
factory on 3s, or 62%c. on 2s of standard. grade, and do 
not seem to be anxious for business at these figures. 
However, counting on past performances of that most un- 
certain of all vegetable crops, buyers seem to think that 

z° there is still plenty of time for a good pack, and while 
= sme packing authorities admit this as a possibility, others 
assert that the fruit is not on the vines, and that with most 
* perfect weather during the next three or four weeks only 
a pack short of last year’s output can be expected, and 
that the quality of most of that will fall short of the recog- 
nized standard of other years. Packers of fancy goods are 
said to be unable to get the kind of raw stock necessary to 
~ maintain their standard of quali and the indications 
:. point to a decidedly short pack of that class of goods. 
No. ros seem to be more needed than the other sizes at 
present, but buyers balk at the prices demanded. For 

country packed stock $2.75 f.o.b. is quoted as inside, and 

that price has been turned down by some packers. Balti- 

more goods are more easily obtainable at the quotation, 


though the quality is said to be less satisfactory than of 
those made iu the country. 

Corn.—lIs inactive, but there seems to be no pressure 
to sell and the prices are maintiined at the opening f- 
gures. The packing season is drawing to a close and the 
indications seem to be that there will be a good output in 


‘most sections, and it seems the yield will be larger than 


last year. Reports received from Maine are that warm, 
suany weather has in a measure offset the effects of the 
recent cold snap. 

Peas.—Are offered from packing quarters, but the 
aggregate quantity is not large and is without material in- 
fluence on mirket values for the reason that a good deal of 
it represents lots turned down on contracts on account of 
quality, while for all good stock there offers a ready mar- 
ket at full prices. 


String Beans.—Bo h State and Southern are scarce 
owing fo a partial failure of the crop, due to blight and 
rust. The market consequently is firm. 


California Fruits.—Little busivess is being done at 


‘present in fruits of any kind. but there is no pressure to 


sell California varieties aud prices on these are firmly main 
tained. 

Apples.—State No. ros are quiet and rather easy. 

Pineapple.—lIs scarce and firm. 

Salmon.—There continues a steady jobbing demand 
for spot salmon of all kinds, but business is restricted by 
the limited offerings. 

Sardines.—Domestic sardines are unsettled owing to 
competition among packers. Itis rumored that quarter- 
oils can be bought in some quarters as low as $2 30 East- 
port in keyless cans. Imported sardines of all kinds are 
scarce and strong. Hupson.

this company by the United States Government for the sugar frauds 
perpetrated at the port of New York two years ago. The Worl: is

EXPERTS DIFFER WITH PAPER. 


On the other hand, sugar brokers and experts in the big whole- 
sale houses all over the country are agreed that the real reason for the 
unprecedented rise of this big staple is due to a ae of the cane 
crop of Cuba and other producing islands, the partial failure of the 
beet crop in Germany, together with the manipulations of English 
speculators Who have come pretty close to cornering the world’s sup- 
ply of raw sugars. 

Sugar has advanced steadily for the past two months, there be- 
ing an upward bound of ten points nearly every day. Friday the 
price of sugar in St. Louis was $6.9834 from the American, while Ar- 
buckle and other ‘‘independents’’ were asking $7.25. Wholesalers of 
St. Louis were selling from $7.10 to $7.25, according to the amount 
they had on hand. Brokers all over the country are complaining 
that, because of the famine in raws, they are unable to fill orders, say- 
ing that when they ask for 1,000 barrels they get 100. When the end 
will come no one cares to predict. 

The comment of the Post-Dispatch is of interest to the trade as 
showing sentiment which prevails in certain quarters. After discuss- 
ing the situation it says: 

CALLS IT COINCIDENCE. 


“It is a coincidence that the Sugar Trust has recently completed 
payments to the United States Government of approximately $3,993, - 
486 in fines and restitution for the ‘‘drawback’”’ frauds, and for ac- 
knowleged cheating of the Government by means of crooked goods 
on shipping docks, The trust also was put to considerable expense 
in defending criminal actions filed by the Government against its 
officials on fraud charges. The added profits received from the con- 
sumers of sugar in the last two months will more than make up these 
items. 

“The increased profits of the trust do not include the profits of 
the various independent refiners whose price has kept pace with trust 
prices. When the trust made an increase in price the independents 
ay followed the lead and quoted the same advanced prices to 
jobbers. 

“The reason made public by the trust from its Wall street offices 
for the arbitrary advance in the selling price of sugar is that there is 


a shortage of 1,500,000 ton in the beet crop in Germany, and that the 
prospect of the Cuban beet crop is below the average. 

“Experts estimate that the per capita consumption of sugar in 
the United States is 81.6 pounds annually. On this basis the people 
of St. Louis consume 155,000 pounds daily. This shows that the ad- 
vance in price has cost residents of St. Look $2,480 every day in 
profits to the trust at ruling prices. 


FIRST FINE $18,000. 


“The payment of money to the United States Government in 
settlement of fines and restitution for frauds began in November, 
A fine of $18,000 on a charge of rebating was assessed against 

the trust in New York on November 26, 1906. Another fine of $150,- 
000 for rebating followed on December 11, 1906. . 


“The discovery of ‘‘fixed’’ scales at shipping docks of the trust, 
by which the Government had been cheated out of millions of dollars 
in import duties, was testified to in December, 1908, by a special 
agent of the United States Treasury Department at a hearing of a 
suit filed against the American Sugar Refining Co. by the Govern- 
ment. Photographs of the scales were produced, showing that steel 
springs had been inserted in holes in the wooden platforms at the 
Brooklyn dock, making the scales weigh light. 


CROOKED SCALES FIGURE. 


“It later was alleged that the Sugar Trust had defrauded the 
Government out of $10,000,000 by these crooked scales, fixed by em- 
ployes of the company. Other estimates of losses are higher. The 
checkers, who have testified they knew of the secret springs in the 
scales, received a salary of about $13 a week from the trust. Evidence 
showed that a few of the checkers received $5 a week extra to keep 
silent about the secret springs. 

‘The trust deserted the employes who were indicted on the fraud 
charge and announced its willingness to assist the Government in 
sending the men to the 

“‘A suit was later filed by the Government against the trust seek- 
ing to recover customs duties of $3,624,121 for the alleged fraudulent 
weighing of sugar on the fixed scales in six years. The trust filed an 
answer denying that they had used fraudulent scales. 

‘In the latter part of 1909 the trust settled this suit by the pay- 
ment of $2,135,486 as restitution for the fraudulent weights. The 
‘‘Drawback’’ frauds of the trust were settled by the payment to the 
Goverenment of $700,000 in December, 1909. This made a total of 
$3,993,486 paid to the Government for its fraudulent and illegal trans- 
actions.”’

Special Correspondence from the Windy City. News of the past week. 


CuHICcAGO, Sept. 20, IgII. 

General Conditions.— Wholesale Grocers are dispos- 
ed to be very conservative and to limit their purchases to 
near-by requirements and avoid speculation. They have 
nearly all bought heavily of future canned goods and their 
tomatoes and corn are now beginning to arrive freely re- 
quiring the use of large amounts of money and in addition 
to that situation there is some doubt as to the deliveries 
that will be made on contracts. Most of the corn packers 
have announced an 80% delivery but as prices have remain- 
ed about stationary and the season more favorable than an- 
ticipated, an increase in the delivery by some factories is 
anticipated. On the other hand smaller deliveries than 
were anticipated will be made by some branches of the can- 
ning industry, for illustration salmon and small fruits and 
string beans all of which will be delivered in a smaller per- 
centage than was anticipated. 

These conditions render the outlook uncertain and buy- 
ers are disposed to hold off on further purchases until they 
know definitely and finally just what and how much of it 
they are going to get on their contracts. 

General conditions can, therefore, be designated as un- 
settled and rather inactive as to purchases in this market. 


Canned Tomatoes.—The local market is quiet. 
Standard No. 3 tomatoes are held at g5c f. o. b. dock 
Chicago while standard twos are purchasable at 72}4c and 
the price on No. 10 size is nominal. 

The rains throughout the west seem to have injured 
the prospect for packing in some localities and to have im- 
proved the prospect in some other localities. Prices on 
Indiana and Ohio are firm, however, and concessions are 
not named. 

Canned Corn.—The situation is apparently unchang- 
ed but there are rumors of an enormous output of canned 
corn by Iowa canneries and an increased output in other 
localities. 

The naming of a price of 65c by Iowa canners for 
Standard No. 2 corn would seem to confirm the rumors to 
some extent. 


Fancy Country Gentleman corn is going to be quite 
scarce while the No. 2 grade which is off grade and hard, 
is going to be abundant and cheap. Fancy Country Gen- 
tleman Corn is strongly held at 85c to g0c cannery an ad- 
vance over opening prices of roc a dozen. The second 
grade is hardly saleable at any price as nobody wants it. 

I hear rumors of the intention on the part of some 
packers to entirely discontinue packing country gentleman 
corn. They claim that it is an unprofitable article and too 
difficult and dangerous to handle, being too likely to go 
overipe and run hard and second grade, when it becomes al- 
most unsaleable. 


Tomatoes in Delaware.—I am in receipt of a letter 
from a large packer in Delaware of date Sept. 18th, which 
is interesting. Iam not at liberty to give the packers name 
or address but it would be well known to everyone were I 
todoso. The letter shows conditions which will cause 
some of the bears to sit up and take notice, viz: 


**Prpospeets: Up to last week we had only made half time. 
Made five days last week, and may do as well this. After this week 
we will again be reduced to half time or less, as many of our growers 
are reporting that they are stripping the vines at this picking. The 
warm weather having ripened up everything on the vines, and with 
no green ones left on the vines, there can be no late packing. 
Of course every vine in every patch is not being thus stripped, but 
the receipts of raw tomatoes after next week are going to be very 
light, and no matter how late frost may hold off, there cannot be any 
heavy packing after next week. Indeed the packing next week will 
not be more than half of what it will be this week. 

“‘We are in receipt of letters from several packers in New Jersey, 
Maryland and Delaware, and find that the conditions elsewhere in 
the Tri-State territory are very similar to ours here. Harford County, 
Maryland, will do very little packing after this week, the rains having 
ruined their tomato fields. One packer in that county who usually 
packs from 30,000 to 35,000 cases has nét yet packed 10,000 cases, and 
says he cannot possibly get 15,000 cases this season. Another packer 
in Somerset County, Maryland, writes us that he has not packed 
7,000 cases off of 300 acres of tomatoes, and does not expect to exceed 
10,000 cases. He also says that these conditions are general in his 
section. A very prominent Maryland broker told us last week that 
fully 75 per cent. of the orders received by his firm came from packers 
who were over sold on futures. It is the opinion of a number of our 
packers, that nearly or quite all of the tomatoes packed in Maryland

apples. New York packers are asking all the way from 
$2.40 to $2.75 factory, while Michigan packers are deliv- 
ering good Baldwin packed stock in No. 10 cans at $2.40 
Chicago. Maine packed are quoted at $2.50 Chicago. 
Missouri is delivering good Ben Davis No. 10 apples at 
Chicago for $2.30, and it is to be hoped that price condi- 
tions will assume some stability before long. 

American Sardines.—The Seacoast Packing Co., 
the big interest, this week caused quite a flutter among 
the smaller packers by announcing a price f.o.b. Eastport 
which all who had ‘‘subject to approval of price contracts’’ 
could take advantage of and order out their shipments as 
soon as they could be packed.

Demand For Canned Foods in Canada. 


There have been short packs in a number of lines of fruits and 
vegetables and Canadian dealers are uncertain as to the outlook for 
the ensuing season, writes Felix 8. 8. Johnson, Consul at Kingston. 

Strawberries and raspberries are the chief fruits and they are 
both short, although there has been a full pack of cherries, currants, 
gooseberries and lawton bérries. Peas and beans are also short, and 
only 63 per cent. of the orders for the first named will be filled. On 
account of the scarcity of green vegetables there has been a steady 
demand for peas, so that the supply will be speedily sold out. 

To supply the demand for canned foods and vegetables importa- 
tions will have to be made from foreign countries, and the present 
outlook is that the heavy imports of last year will be exceeded during 
the coming season. ;

The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by our Special 


Correspondent for the past week. 


San Francisco, Cau., September 16, 1911. 

A Review of the Situation.—Cool weather continues to pre- 
vail throughout California to the advantage of fruit canners and the 
opportunity is being seized upon to put up as large a pack as possible 
of the varieties of fruit still available. Earlier in the season canners 
complained that many varieties of peaches that ordinarily ripened in 
succession were coming on at the same time and had a period of hot 
weather been experienced then the pack would be a great deal smaller 
than it will actually turn out to be. The long ripening period has 
resulted in canners securing much stock that would otherwise have 
been dried and the peach and pear pack will be heavier than the 
early estimates. The season is now rapidly drawing to a close and it 
will be but a short time until the extent of the pack can be accurately 
estimated. Prices for canning stock fell off a little following the first 
of the month as the fresh fruit shippers were not securing former 
rates for Eastern shipments and were ending the season. During the 
course of the next few days several large packing concerns will issue 
revised price lists showing just what may now be had and it is antici- 
pated that a general cleanup will be the result, as far as Coast stocks are 
concerned. 

Canned Foods Endorsed.—At a recent meeting of the Hill- 
side Club in Berkeley, Prof. M. E. Jaffa, head of the department of 
nutrition in the State University and Director of the Pure Foods and 
Drugs Laboratory, gave a highly interesting talk on ‘‘The Adultera- 
tion of our Daily Food’’. He stated that since the passage of the 
_ State Pure food laws, conditions in this State have been radically 
changed and improved. Tests made four years ago, he said, showed 
that 22 per cent. of the foods examined were injuriously adulterated. 
Experiments the following year showed 11 per cent. to be injurious, 
while last year less than 5 per cent. of the foods examined were found 
to contain injurious ingredients. Prof. Jaffa stated further that to 
get results from the work now being conducted by the State it would 
be necessary to have the co-operation of housewives. Speedy results 
would be obtained, he said, if housewives familiarized themselves 
with the requirements of the State pure food laws and demanded 
only foods that passed these requirements. He touched upon the 
subject of canned foods and made the assertion that by far the least 
amount of trouble had been experienced with those putting up foods 
in tin containers, the very style of package serving to make preserva- 
tives useless. This lecture was the first of a series to be given this 
fall upon this subject. 

Tomato Pack Uncertain.—The packing of tomatoes is now 
under way in California but the outlook cannot be regarded as being 
highly satisfactory. The cool weather, which has been in the nature 
of a blessing to the fruit packers, has retarded the ripening of toma- 
toes and the crop will be later than usual. In some sections of the 
State an increased acreage was planted this year, especially in the 
Southern part of the State, but the size of the pack is but a matter 
of conjecture. Heavy rains have been experienced in Oregon and 
Washington and in rhe Sierra Nevada mountains and it is predicted 
that early rains will be experienced here. The canned tomato mar- 
ket here is firm with prices for spot stock steadily advancing. Some 
of the new pack is now being distributed and this is helping to relieve 
the scarcity in some quarters. 
pack the selling of futures has virtually been stopped by packers un- 
til it can be seen that there will be no difficulty in filling the orders 
that have already been accepted. A number of the tomato canneries 
this year will be visited by an Inspector from the Department of 
Agriculture who will follow out the line of work that’ has been done 
throughout the East forthe past two seasons. Local catsup manu- 
facturers have been informed from time to time that their methods, 
in several instances, were not in accord with the ideas of the National 
authorities. The result of the visit of this inspector is expected to be 


In view of the possibilities of a light 


a general revision of methods now being employed by several in the 
manufacture of catsup. Canning plants of all kinds will be visited 


but special attention is to be given to establishments putting up to- 
matoes in the various forms. 


Heavy Advance in Sugar.—Canners who failed to make early 
purchases in sugar for this season’s needs are now forced to pay the 
highest prices in years. Prices have been steadily advancing for 
several week and a wholesale rate of $6.75 is now quoted, as com- 


pared with a $5 rate last spring. Most canners had anticipated their 
needs but a few have been compelled to buy recently for fall use. 


Better Fruit.—The highly satisfactory prices that have been 
paid for canning fruits during the past few years, and especially this 
season, are resulting in an increased attention to the growing of 
suitable varieties, and orchard planting in California this winter will 
be very heavy. Cling peaches and Bartlett pears are receiving special 


attention and nursery men have already disposed of about all the 
stock they have on hand. 


Salmon Searce.—It is impossible to secure Alaska red salmon 
at the price quoted by the Alaska Packers’ Association a short time 
ag0O and nothing is to be had here for less than #1.70, the opening 
prices of the Griffith-Durney Co. Other independent operators are 
holding for $1.75 and some sales have been made at that figure. 
Shipments of fish continue to come down from the canneries in the 
Far North but most of the vessels are now here. Among the recent 
arrivals have been the ship Oriental with 22,000 cases for the North 
Alaska Salmon Company, the bark Emily F. Whitney with 21,663 
cases for this same firm, the ship L. J. Morse with 10,250 cases for the 
Alaska Packers’ Association, the bark Star of India with 12,000 cases 
for the Alaska Packers’ Association, the bark Star of Finland with 
28,000 cases, the bark Star of Italy with 31,142 cases, the bark Star 
of France with 32,000 cases, the ship Tacoma with 29,000 cases, the 
bark Centennial with 9,000 cases, these all being Association vessels. 
The ship Sintram has also arrived with 25,000 cases for the Naknek 
Packing Company, the bark B. P. Cheney with 15,000 cases for this 
same concern and the ship Standard with 22,000 cases for the North 
Alaska Salmon Company. These vessels are being unloaded with all 


possible speed and much of the salmon is already on its way to the 
East and to Europe. 


Columbia River Salmon.—The Columbia River salmon pack 
this year is already approximately. 150,000 cases in excess of last 
year’s pack and will bring the total pack of the North Pacific Coast 
up to about the normal. The following is the estimated pack of the 
various companies operating on the Columbia River: Columbia River 
Packers’ Association, 120,000; Union Fishermen’s Co-operative Com- 
pany, 70,000; Sanborn-Cutting Co., 33,000; Booth Fisheries Company, 
33,000; Altona Packing Company, 25,000; Pillar Rock Packing Com- 
pany, 25,000; J. G. Meigler, 16,000; Tallant Grant Packing Co., 
25,000; McGowan Canneries, 30,000; Warren Packing Company, 
40,000; Seufert Packing Company, 7,000; Taffe Packing Company, 
3,000; total, 425,000. This total is taking the pack of pound and 


half-pound cans ‘‘as they run’’ and will aggregate about 340,000 full 
sized cases. Last year’s pack aggregated 205,000 cases. 


Coast News Notes.—A very heavy run of pink salmou is now 
on at Gray’s Harbor and Puget Sound and double shifts are being 
worked at the canneries to take care of all offerings. It is now anti- 
cipated that the pack of this fish will be the largest on record. 

The fall fishing season opened on the Columbia River on Septem- 
ber 10th and more plants are being operated than ever before at this 
season of the year. 

Several of the vessels of the Alaska Packers’ Association will 
winter this season at the new station being fitted up at Blaine, Wash. 
During the past couple of years the Association has secured possession 
of nearly all of Semiahmoc Spit and has erected one of the largest 
canneries in the world there.

Fire at Federalsburg, Md. 


Federalsburg was visited by fireon the 14th, entailing $20,000 
loss, when the flour mills of H. B. Messenger were destroyed, together 
with several thousand bushels of grain. The origin of the fire is not 
known, but the blaze is supposed to have started from the boiler. 
Several freight cars were saved by being pushed from in front of the 
burning building. 

Messenger’s tomato cannery was saved by heroic work of the 
firemen. The Eagle mills were rated as one of the largest on the 


Peninsula, and modern machinery was recently installed. The mill 
was insured for $7,000. 


Tinned Tomatoes—Exposed too Long. 


At South Moor, near Newcastle-on-Tyne, London, England, an 
inquest was recently held by Mr. Coroner Graham, touching the death 
of Thomas Connelly, 64, a stoneman, who lived in Elm street, South 
Movr. Elizabeth Connelly, daughter of deceased, said her father 
was suffering from cramp, and was given some whiskey to relieve the 
pain. On Monday following, as he was fond of tomatoes, she bought 
a 2 lb. tin and gave him some, leaving the rest in a basin, which she 
put in the pantry. On Wednesday she gave him some more. Dr. 
Laurent said he saw deceased on Friday and found him lying on a 
couch groaning and evidently in pain. He said to witness, ‘I am 
bad with cramp.’’ Witness afterwards found that he had taken 
tinned tomatoes. He died on Friday night. In witness’s opinion the 
cause of death was ptomaine poisoning, probably due to eating 


tinned tomatoes which had been too long exposed to the atmosphere. 
Miss Connelly stated that although she had not noticed anything 
wrong with the tomatoes when she gave them to her father on Wed- 
nesday, she found on the following day that they had gone bad, and 
destroyed them. The coroner said it would be well if they who sold 
tinned tomatoes or any other tinned fruit, when selling them, would 
advise purchasers to eat the contents directly the tins were opened. 
The jury concurred with these remarks, and found that death was 
due to ptomaine poisoning due to eating tinned tomatoes which had 
been too long exposed to the atmosphere.—Grocrers’ GAZETTE, 


Egg Substitutes in Great Britain. 


An American firm making an egg substitute desires information 
as to the opening for its sale in Great Britain. This article is already 
sold more extensively in this country than in the United States, says 
Consul General Carl R. Loop, London. It is of British manufacture 
and is sold by almost every grocery. One brand of egg powder sells 
at 8 to 16 cents per tin, according to size, and another at 8 to 14 cents, 
or 11 cents per dozen small packets. There is also a product called 


Eggo, which is stated to consist of new laid eggs in the form of pow- 
der, which is retailed at 23 cents per carton. 


The substitutes referred to are not sold through agents, but di- 
rectly by the makers to the various retail stores and grocers; they are 
well known and widely used. A method not infrequently adopted 


to extend the sale of such articles is to deliver small samples at house- 
holders’ residences, with names of nearest retailers. 


There is no duty on the importation of egg substitutes into Great 
Britain, provided sugar does not form a component part; when it 


does, duty is assessed according to the proportion and polarization 
ascertained by test. 


The price of eggs on the wholesale London market during the 
first week of August, per 120, were: French, $2 to $2.80; Italian $2 to 


$2.24; Danish, $1.88 to $2.36; Hungarian, $1.46 to $1.94; Russian, 
$1.52 to $1.76; English, $2.43 to $3.04.

The Following Opinions from Large Handlers of Canned Foods, as regards Selling 


and Buying, will be Found Interesting to All Concerned. 


Tomatoes. 
Thos. J. Meehan & Co., September 16:— 

A glut of raw tomatoes was expected during this week, but it 
did not arrive, and now its arrival is scheduled for next week. With 
a sudden drop iu the temperature here on last Wednesday and Thurs- 
day, dangerously near to the frost line, and with light frost in some 
parts of Maryland and Pennsylvania, visions of a short canning sea- 
son for tomatoes are anything but comforting to the packers. It is 
not so much the present weather conditions that worry the farmers 
and packers. It is the crop conditions that cause the anxiety, and 
they are not improving. Usually, the weather conditions during 
September and October are ideal for the growing and canning of 
tomatoes in Maryland, Delaware and New Jersey, where probably 
two-thirds of the output of the canned article in the United States is 
made annually, and owing to that fact the canners have not lost all 
hope by any means of making a good size pack before curfew rings 
and the canneries are closed for the season. Until the canning season 
actually comes to an end, there may be some occasions when toma- 
toes can be bought at a shade lower than the present quotations, but 
the chances at this time are all decidedly against it. Should there be 
no glut period in raw tomatoes during the next ten days or two 
weeks, intending buyers ought not wait longer. 
Smith-Webster Co., September 16:— 

There is little new to report on the tomato situation. Harford 
County has a 50 per cent. crop and packers are beginning to close 
their factories and pay off. In the Virginia River country the pack 


is fair. On the Peninsula, what crop there is is good, though the 
acreage is very short. 


We think there is neither a ‘‘boom’’ nor a “glut” in sight. 
Everybody who wants to sell at 82%c. and 62%c. can do so readily. 
Packers, whose brands are established; are not in the market under 
85e. and 65c. 

H. Strasbaugh, September 13:— 

This is known as glut week in tomatoes—the full moon week in 

September, and yet we have not heard of any packer unable to han- 


dle his stock. Harford County fields a few weeks ago were so luxu- 
riant that they looked like the first of October. 


We are just advised that raw stock at one prominent Delaware 
point is bringing 30c. per basket, almost three times the profitable 
figure. Some packers claim to be buying stock for much less, and 
yet, as report goes, their future sales were heavy, they were not up 
with them yet and will not take further orders. Recent rains have 


continued ty damage ripening tomatoes. So far at least, half of the 
tomatoes that have ripened had to be cast out as rotten and they 
never reached the inside of the can. 


Thos. G. Cranwell & Co., September 16:— 
Better weather has made conditions fairly good for packing 
during the past two weeks. For the first time during the season 
packers were able to get a good supply of raw material. The market . 
is about the same, buying has not been large, but is showing some 
improvement as we send this to the printer. Many of the packers 
are behind on their orders and cannot catch up for some time to come. 
The result is that a great many of them cannot be sellers. 
Wm, Silver & Co., September 14:— 

The tomato situation depends largely on weather conditions from 
now to the end of the season. The recent favorable skies have given 
packers this last week in many sections more plentiful raw stock, and 
some have been able to make full time. Consequently, the recent 
alarm has partially passed, and some business is being taken on the 
basis of 62%c. and 82%c. for 2s and 3s respectively, although many 


are not yet up with their future orders and others are still asking 65c. 
and 85c. 


The volume of the pack will depend largely on the continuance 
of open weather for the next three weeks. 


Corn. 
T. J. Meehan & Co., September 16:— 

The canning season for corn is drawing to a close, and the Mary- 
land canners have made an excellent showing as to quality, and, 
perhaps, as to quantity, as well. They had sold such large quantities 
for future delivery, however, that it remains to be seen whether or 
not there will be much surplus stock with which to supply the fall 
and winter demand, not to mention the requirements for the follow- 
ing spring. 

P. Strasbaugh:— 

Corn in this immediate vicinity is yielding well. Western Mary 

land reports likewise conditions. Southern Maryland will not have 


a full pack, from reliable advices, on account of the drouth which 
seiiously effected all growing crops in that section. 


It looks like the consumer must eat canned corn this year or 
nothing, for everything else will be out of sight. 
Thos, G. Cranwell & Co.:— 

Packing has been pretty good so far, but there has been very 
little surplus of Maine Style accumulated by ,Maryland packers. 
Quotations are as follows:—

Some factories have closed for the season. 

Some are winding up this week. 

Still others have some late plantings to come on. 

In the sections stricken with the drouth the pack has been notice- 
ably affected. Where more favorable weather conditions prevailed 
there has been a good normal pack, yet such a large volume of future 
business has been booked it is a question as to whether there will be 
much surplus to offer, but if the recent cool weather should extend 
into New York and Maine, the full deliveries which have been ex- 
pected from these two states might not materialize—and consequently 
the general pack of corn might not be as full as some have anticipated. 
In the meantime the market quotations remain practically unchanged 
from opening prices. Here and there some trades may have been 


made at a shade below, but there is generally a string attached when 
the light is turned on the deal. 


Sundries. 


The pack of lima beans has been small, comparatively, and only a 
couple of weeks of the canning season remain. 

A strong market for the new crop of sweet potatoes and spinach 
causes a large demand for those two articles, and there are reports of 


short crops of both articles. They are worth your immediate 
attention. 


Even the high prices for peas don’t stop the buying of them, and 
the small stocks here were further reduced this week. Soaked peas 
continue to be active to fill requirements for something cheap in that 


vegetable. String beans, kraut, okra and tomatoes and plain okra 
are all fairly active and reasonable as to prices. 


Apples and pears continue to be the most active articles in the 
line of fruits here, and the canning season for them is now at its best 
. as to quality and quantity. They look attractive at today’s prices. 
Some of the orders for them this week were quite large. The buying 
of pie peaches and seconds peaches was more active during the week, 
though the orders, as a rule, were small. It is these numerous small 
orders, however, that absorb the offerings surprisingly. All the other 
lines of fruits are firm because of the light stocks held here—pine- 
apples, berries, cherries, etc. Cove oysters continue quiet and firm, 
with an increase in the inquiry for October and November shipment. 
Thos. G. Cranwell & Co.:— 

Apples.—Apples in either straight or mixed cars are quoted as 


follows: Standard No. 3s, 70c. per dozen; Standard No. 10s, $2.15 
per dozen. 


Oysters.—Inquirics for futures are coming in. New oysters will 
be ready some time early in November. We are quoting as follows, 
new packing: No. 1, 4 oz., 65c. per dozen; No. 1, 5 oz., 70c. per 
dozen; No. 2, 8 oz., $1.25 per dozen; No. 2, 10 0z., $1.35 per dozen; 
No. 1, % oz., Light Weights, 40c. per dozen. 


Spot oysters are pretty well cleaned up. There are a few left for 
immediate shipment. 

Soaked Peas.—A very good demand. Strip label at 55c. per 
dozen and wrapper label at 57%c. per dozen. Gocds are an excellent 
quality. 

Lima Beans.—Standard Green, $1.00 per dozen.

Organization. 


Seeretary Gorrell’s Address Before the Canners’ League 
of California at the Old Poodle Dog Restaurant, 
While on His Recent Tour. 


The National Canners’ Association was organized at Buffalo 
in 1907, and was at first a combination of what was known 
as the Western Packers’ Association, which covered the terri- 
tory of Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Michigan and Ohio, and the At- 
lantic States Packers’ Association, which covered the territory 
of Maine, New York, New Jersey, Delaware and Maryland. 

These two associations first met independently because 
each felt that the other’s interests were antagonistic. Later 
on wiser counsel prevailed and the annual conventions were 


held by the joint associations, the presidents alternating in 
conducting the sessions. 


In the meantime independent work looking to a national 
association had been planned by twenty canners, widely lo- 
cated and this preliminary work was most influential in making 
sentiment for a national association. The history of the can- 
ning industry shows that there has always been the keenest 
competition among the individual canners. Instead of getting 
together and helping to broaden opportunities for the increas- 
ing markets jointly, the individual canner has generally tried 
to increase sales by shading the prices of his competitors. 
This sentiment still prevails in some localities and it is this 


class of canners who are today largely outside of the member- 
ship of the N. C. A. 


The original National Canners’ Association was not much 
more than a name. The first Constitution provided no dues 
and its only support was the limited amount of money re- 
ceived from the sales of badges at annual conventions. This 
sum netted anywhere from $600 to $1,000, but was the crust 
on which the N. C. A. fed until time could demonstrate its 
sphere of usefulness. When moderate dues were first sug- 
gested, it was predicted that this was the rock on which the 
organization would go to pieces. Experience showed, though, 
that it was its only salvation, and succeeding conventions have 
raised the dues until they now range from $5 to $100 per year, 
based on the output of the members, assessed at the rate of 
50 cents per 1,000 cases, from 10,000 up to 200,000. 

At Louisville the collection of a Publicity fund was sug- 
gested and a Publicity Committee’ appointed. Assessments 
were made at the rate of $1.00 per thousand cases and the 
allied industries were also asked to help. In this manner 


about $25,000 has been raised during the years of 1909 and 
1910. 


The wonderful result from this small sum of money is now 
demonstrating to the canners what might be possible if a 


sum consistent with the dignity of the industry could be 
gotten together and expended. 


At first only general publicity was contemplated, and 
a campaign against the newspapers and magazines which were 
running publications which undoubtedly have done more to 
retard the industry by curtailing consumption than all other 
vicissitudes put together that it has had to meet. Not even 
the canners themselves realize the deep-rooted prejudice 


against canned foods that there is in the minds of the people 
even today after all of the accomplishments.

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We find it exists among the wise as well as the ignorant, 
and is fostered by the average family doctor, who, following 
the trend of the unwholesome sentiment created by the press, 
as a rule advises against the use of canned food, and in every 
obscure ailment does not hesitate to diagnose the case as 
ptomaine poisoning, and traces it to canned foods, if possible. 
The patient may have eaten a dozen articles at the meal which 
caused the sickness, yet if one of the dozen was canned food, 
the other eleven go scott free and the canned food alone is 
the culprit. This will be dwelt on more at length a little 
later on in my address. 

The work that has been done by the Publicity Bureau 
has received a commendation so general as to interest the 
distributors of our foods and the National Wholesale Grocers’ 
Association, at its recent Indianapolis convention, endorsed 
and commended our publicity work and authorized the ap- 
pointment of a committee which is to help collect funds. This 
will greatly increase the field of influence. It should be 
remembered, though, that we cannot expect the wholesale 
grocers to show more interest in our business than we do 
ourselves, and unless the canners first indicate the intention 


of helping themselves, it is natural to expect that the grocers 
will be lukewarm. 


We now have most substantial indications by the way 
of promise of what they expect to do, but in the meantime 


the canners will have to lay a substantial foundation by mak- 
ing liberal contributions to the Publicity Fund. 


Out of the limited amount of money at our command, in 
the past .we have been able to save some of the original fund, 
which we thought necessary to investigate alleged ptomaine 
poisoning cases, and have purchased advertising space, which 
was used to help educate the prejudiced public regarding the 
purity, healthfulness and nutrition of our product. The Na- 
‘tional Canners’ Association does not advertise brands. It goes 
out in the broad field to reach those who believe that food 


in tins-is not only unhealthful, but positively dangerous. Out 
of the 90,000,000 of people in this country, only one-third of 
them use canned foods. The other two-thirds is the market 
which means the future salvation of our business. 


Our advertising campaign helps the private advertiser. 
The space bought by him is read only by those who are 
already users of the product, and the most, asa matter of 
course, that the private advertiser can urge is the superiority 
of his brand. We go after the two-thirds to convince them 
that canned products are all right. When we overcome this 
prejudice, it is far easier for the private advertiser to then 
conduct a much more successful campaign with the converts 
that we have made. 

The National Canners’ Association can do far more effect- 
ual advertising than can the individual. In the attempt to 
help the industry narrow commercialism, as a matter of 
course, is lost sight of, and our advertisements are much more 
apt to be read and accepted. 

Many of you are familiar with the field that has been 
covered by us and it is not my purpose here to tire you with 
statistics. It is most encouraging to know that our campaign 
stands unique in the country as being one which has had the 
greatest accomplishments with the smallest amount of money. 


The advertising manager of a concern which spends over 
$300,000 per year in advertising, recently stated that he re- 
garded the campaign of the N. C. A. as being a model which 
other industries could well afford to follow. 


We must not lose sight of the general publicity which has 
obtained for the Association hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars of advertising at practically no cost. 

We have maintained a press bureau which has secured the 
publication of timely articles, well prepared, in the newspapers 
and magazines and space which could not be bought straight 
with money.

But the remaining twenty per cent. are the pick of 
the tribe, and as they are experienced graduates of news- 
paper ranks, they are playing a very pretty game from 
a more subtile vantage ground than ever before.

The new order of sub- 
tility they are now using is calling for the utmost vigi- 
lance on the part of the publishers, who are, determined 
to root up the evil. 


The new press agentry laughs at rude methods of a 
direct assault—‘“‘ if you don’t print this free reading notice 
we'll never advertise with you.’’ It takes hugh pride in 
refinements of old subtilities. It circumvents not only the 
small journal, but also the great press organizations. 

The campaign for free publicity in the newspapers of 
the National Canners’ Association deserves treatment in 
detail, because it is typical of the operations of the more 
refined press-agentry. The association in the year just 
past ran an extensive paid campaign in the magazines, 
but refrained from spending money in the newspapers 
because it felt that it could secure newspaper advertising 
free. And it did—reams and reams of it.

The National Canners’ Convention was held in At- 
lantic City early in 1910. It was just the time when 
people were acquiring a fear of ptomaine poisoning, popu- 
larly credited to the use of canned provisions. This fear 
cut into the business of the canners seriously—so seri- 
ously that the topic was the one uppermost at the con- 
vention. 

The press bureau faithfully put the proceedings into 
news for the newspapers. Speeches were sent out. And 
the convention closed. But the free publicity work had 
only just begun. It is interesting at this point to quote 
from a circular sent out from Bel Air, Maryland, the 
press headquarters, to members of the National Associa- 
tion, asking for funds to meet the expenses of getting 
material into the newspapers without cost. 

The folder, extremely well got up, bore upon the 
front a reproduction of the covers of ten big national 
magazines, in which “tremendous publicity,’’ as the head- 
line put it, was being paid for. On the inside, running 
across two pages in bold type, was the line: “How we 
get free publicity for the truth of canned food purity—In 
Union There is Strength.” te 


Under this was the following: ‘‘We do not have to 
pay to have these items printed by any newspaper—for 
their own news value and interest cause them to be used 
as regular reading matter by the editors.’’ Then is de- 
scribed a story about the ‘‘American pantry,’’ schemed 
by the canners’ press agent, and half a page is given up 
to a reproduction of a collection of reprints of this article 
as they actually appeared in newspapers from coast to 
coast, the name of the paper being apparent in every case. 

The circular then says: “The main point in the 
‘story,’ as newspaper men term an item, which is of 
benefit to the canning industry, viz: that NO CHEMICALS 
are used in the preparation of canned goods and that 
preserving is done solely by means of sterilization was not 
cut out by the editors. (The italics are mine, but the 
capitals are theirs.) The article was so worded that the 
main point at issue fitted right in with the rest of the 
story. “This is high-grade press work,” the circular 
concludes complacently. 

On the opposite page the recipents of the circular 
are informed that ‘‘even millions couldn’t buy this pub- 
licity we are gaining.’’ There is.also printed in agate 
a list of 1,721 newspapers which used the stories that 
were sent out. i 

Was the preparation of the matter entrusted to a 
tyro? The circular says on the last page: ‘‘The question 
of news items to be sent out to newspapers was en- 
trusted to a pastmaster in the newspaper craft. Here 
there must be no slip-up. The data were gathered and

So you can see that we have left nothing un- 
done to make our campaign a success. There is no loop- 
hole in our battle front, no weak point in our attack. 


We justify our right to continue this policy of obtaining 
all possible space in this manner from the standpoint that the 
Same newspapers and magazines which are today taking our 
stories, have for years published libelous and untrue articles 
which have at times almost stagnated our industry and we 
are only coming into our own when we get from them what 
space we can as a retribution. 

Despite the criticism of Printers’ Ink, we expect to con- 
tinue our press service more vigorously than ever. The news- 
papers and magazines of this country still owe the canners 
millions and millions of dollars for damages that they have 
done to the industry, and it is the policy of the National Can- 
ners’ Association to collect this debt dollar by dollar, as oppor- 
tunity affords. 

We are considering arrangements for a most “complete 
service, which we think will prove of great benefit to the 
straight advertising campaign that is proposed to be run when 
convenience will permit.”’ 

A large part of the succeeding portion of Secretary Gor- 
rell’s address was devoted to the investigation of ptomaine 
poison cases. He presented twenty representative cases out of 
the large number that have been investigated by his office. 
Each of these-cases was a sample of the many different ways 
in which canned foods have been attacked by the sensational 
press. Several of them have already been published in our 
columns. 

The address also covered the particulars of the establish- 
nrent of the Bureau of Scientific Research which is now being 
successfully conducted by the Association and also the ex- 
perimental work which is being done at the present time under 
the supervision of the Commissary General of the United 
States Army. The address urged the closest consistent co- 
operation with the United States Government officials on the 
principle of getting constructive instead of destructive re- 
sults for the industry. 

The Secretary also called attention to the necessity of an 
immediate advertising campaign in the leading medical jour- 


nals of the country. He said: ‘It is necessary that we have 
the medical profession informed of our experience with the 
investigation on these ptomaine poison cases. Many of them 
are prone to accept the newspaper publications on this sub- 
ject as being true and a vigorous campaign of education on 
ptomaine poison, handled by some scientific experts is one of 
our immediate necessities.”’ 

He called attention to a recent article which has been 
published in one of the leading medical magazines over his 
own signature, but said that it was necessary in order to 
impress physicians that articles of this kind should come from 
a scientific pen. He also explained the present effort to en- 
courage an explicit export trade. A vast amount of information 
must first be gathered before this can be intelligently carried 
on. The National Association is working up the preliminaries 
in a most comprehensive manner. 


ADULTERATION OF TOMATO PASTE, NO. 1001. 


“On December 8, 1910, the United States Attorney for the 
Eastern District of Pennsylvania, acting upon the report of the 
Secretary of Agriculture, filed in the District Court of the United 
States for said district a libel praying condemnation and for- 
— of 35 boxes of tomato paste in the possession of H. Po- 

nsky.”’ 

“Examination of the two samples from said consignment by 


the Bureau of Chemistry of the United States Department of 
Agriculture showed them to contain, respectively, yeasts and 


spores 600 per one-sixtieth cmm., and 250,000,000 bacteria per 
ec., and mold filaments in 55 per cent. of fields; yeasts and spores 
500 per one-sixtieth cmm., and 250,000,000 bacteria per cc., and 
mold filaments in 55 per cent. of fields. The libel alleged that 
the tomato paste, after transportation from New York into Penn- 
sylvania, remained in the original unbroken packages, and was 
adulterated in violation of the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 
1906, because it consisted in whole or in part of a filthy, putrid, 
or decomposed vegetable substance, and was therefore liable to 
seizure for confiscation.” 

“On December 22, 1910, H. Polinsky filed answer to said libel, 
a jury was waived, and the case was heard by the court. On 
March 14, 1911, the court found the said product to consist in part 
of a decomposed vegetable substance, and that the United States 
was entitled to a decree of condemnation as prayed for in the 
libel. Accordingly a decree was entered on March 31, 1911, con- 
demning and forfeiting the goods to the United States and order- 
ing their destruction by the marshal.”

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The daily newspapers are complaining of the Sugar 
Trust’s advance in sugar prices ‘‘just when housewives are 
preserving.’’ What about the canners who have had to 
buy thousands of barrels of this product at 534c., and then 
6c., and then 634c. per pound by the barrel ? 


About the only canners who may have beaten out this 
game were the pea canners, who got through before the 
heavy advance set in. But it has caught the corn canners 
hard, and it is hard to make any of these believe that the 
advance is a natural one, due to a’shortage in the beet or 
sugar cane crop. We don’t believe it. 


Such actions as these make the ruling against the use 
of saccharine hard to bear, for if this had not been pro- 
mulgated, the Sugar Trust would have missed its mark 
with respect to corn canners, at least, and no great damage 
been done either. But saccharine is not allowed, and we 


trust no canners have resorted to its use. We have warned 


. against this before, and feel certain all are well posted. 


There may be a reason in this for the Trust’s ‘‘nerve’’ 
at thistime. Elsewhere we are publishing a reason as 
given by one of the great western daily papers for this 
advance in sugar. But reason or no reason the result has 
been hard on the canners, and they must advance their 
costs of production just that much to cover the Trust’s 
rebate. 


Secretary Gorrell called our attention recently to the 
habit of grocers and other samplers of canned foods of 
using the same can opener over and over again without 
washing. This looks like a small thing, but if results from 
this oversight were seriously considered, it would be seen 
it is not a trifle. Many grocers make a practice of opening 
th: can of goods for their customer—sending the can home 
opened. Where such a practice is in vogue, think to what 
a condition this can opener would come in a day’s work. 
First a can of sardines is opened, then the opener is 
plunged into a can of California peaches, and from there 
into a can of baked beans, only to be withdrawn and used 
to open a can of condensed milk. The last purchaser of a 
can of goods opened by this little instrument at the end of 
the day would have to use the contents of that can quickly 
or deterioration from its innoculation would most certainly 
follow—and canned foods would again be blamed for 
trouble. 

Secretary Gorrell rightfully requests that canners 
inform all users of their products not to do this; to either 
wash the opener frequently after every operation, or better 
still, make the purchaser take the can of goods home and 
open it there. 


Such questions naturally bring to mind the pure food 
laws, and to mention these is to think of Dr. Wiley. All 
the industry must have rejoiced at the. complete vindica- 
tion he received at the hands of President Taft. So far 
from being condemned by the President for his actions as 
head of the Bureau of Chemistry, he was praised right 
well, and all will say—rightfully. That there will be a 
change made in the department of which he is a member, 
and which will make life more pleasant for the Doctor may 
be taken as certain. He has stood to his guns manfully, 
in the face of seen and unseen enemies, but he has won out 
sp‘endidly, and will probably be not so much molested in 
the future. They will have a wholesome respect for the 
man who stands so highly in popular favor, in the future. 


Some interest may regard this as dangerous in the fu- 
ture, if Dr. Wiley does have more latitude; but we 
cannot agree with them. At least as far as canned foods 
are concerned there is nothing whatever to fear and much 
to hope for. There is no more staunch champion of this 
industry than the Doctor, and if he does sprinkle a few 
tacks for the canners to sit on it is done with a good intent. 


Just at this season of the year the canner who has any 
surplus over his future orders is sorely puzzled what to do.

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There may be a small profit in the goods at present mar- 
ket quotations, but he feels that a higher price will be rea - 
ized later on if he but holds the goods. 

Thousands upon thousands of circular letters are run 
off on the mimiograph, or are printed in typewriter type 
and mailed to every canner on the directory list by bro- 
kerage houses in every section of the country, each one stat- 
ing that he has an offer for the goods the packer handles. 
Fortunately the canners are aware that these letters are 
only circulars soliciting business, and not actual inquiries 
for goods, or the market might be broken to smithereens. 
Because when the broker receives an offer to sell a number 
of cases of goods, he immediately circularizes all possible 
buyers, so that one offer of a thousand cases may be made 
to a thousand possible buyers, and when a hundred differ- 
ent brokers approach the same buyers, all offering the same 
lot of goods, the buyer receives the impression that there 
is a deluge of the goods on the market, and down go prices. 

The broker cannot be blamed for seeking business, 
and the canner cannot be blamed for offering his goods 
where there appears to be a sale for them; but the trouble 
is there is no real possibility of a sale. The broker sim- 
ply wishes to know where any goods may be, and if the 
canner allows him to offer them for sale, he doesso. How 
to stop this? It is difficult to say, unless a packer select 
one broker to dispose of all his goods; and the brokers on 
their side agree to stop sending out fake order or offers 
to buy letters. But in this turmoil, the wise packer keeps 
‘out, disregarding these apparently flattering offers. 


Favors Packers’ Names on Labels. 


The move to place the packers’ names on package goods packed 
either for retailer or wholesaler under private brand labels is a good 
one, according to Dr. Wm. P. Cutler, food commissioner of Missouri, 
who, in an interview with an Interstate Grocer representative of St. 


Louis, said that this was the right thing to do, for the man who packs 
the goods ought to be held responsible. 


Dr. Cutler also said that every retail grocer in the State ought to 
insist upon every man selling him package goods guaranteeing it un- 
der the laws of Missouri, no matter whether manufacturer or jobber 
sold them so long as the seller was a resident of Missouri. In making 


this statement Dr. Cutler was particular to call attention to the differ- 
ence between intrastate and interstate commerce. 


WHERE DIFFERENCE LIES. 
Intrastate commerce means, in this case, that the product was 
manufactured in Missouri or sold to the retailer by a jobber who is 


in business in the state. Unless the retailer (the last seller) buys in 
interstate commerce, he is held responsible unless he has a guarantee 
from a Missouri firm, or individual, who has filed a guarantee with 
Dr. Cutler. 

There are a great many wholesale grocers who are not guarantce- 
ing the goods they sell the retailer. For the protection of the latter 
they should insist upon the jobber stamping his guarantee on the in- 
voice. Unless this is done or the goods themselves stamped with the 
wholesaler’s guarantee (in cases where the manufacturer does not file 
a guarantee with Dr. Cutler) the retailer has no protection. At pres- 
ent there are less than 50 such guarantees filed with Dr. Cutler. 

The action of the State association in passing a resolution requir- 
ing that the packers’ names appear on labels of package goods was 
commended by the food official, who said that such requirements 
would go a long way toward improving the quality of food-stuffs. 
He believes that national and state laws to this effect would be a 
good thing for every one engaged in the grocery business.

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Tin Salts in Canned Foods of Low Acid Content, with 
Special Reference to Canned Shrimp 


By W. D. BIGELOW and R. F. BACON 
Division of Foods, U. S. Dept, of Agriculture 


(Continued From Last Week ) 


There were recently received at this laboratory from A. W. 
Bitting several cans of headless shrimps—that is, shrimps from 
which the heads have been removed but not the shells—procured 
by him and packed in his presence at Biloxi, Miss. It was found 
that they contained a volatile alkaline substance, apparently 
monomethylamin, which attacks tin quite markedly and which 
also attacks the skin of the hands. From the volatile nature of 
the alkali it seems possible that the portion of it on the surface 
of the shrimp may escape when the shrimps are preserved on ice 
for a time and so explain the fact that shrimps so treated do not 
attack the skin. Even when so treated, however, special precau- 
tions must be taken to protect cans in which shrimps are pre- 
served. Ordinary tin containers employed for the preservation of 
shrimps are rapidly corroded and the lining completely removed. 
To prevent this the cans are lined with parchment paper and cor- 
rosion is then only noted at the junction of the papers and at 
points where for some reason the paper is pressed against the tin 
coating. As the points of junction of the paper leave a free open- 
ing the reason for the attack there is self-evident. The attack 
at places where the paper is pressed against the can is believed 
to be due to surface action. The liquor separated from the 
shrimps was found to be alkaline to litmus. The alkalinity was 
measured as follows: 

50 grams of this liquor required 8.1 cc of tenth-normal 
hydrochloric acid to make‘it neutral to azolitmin; 

50 grams of this liquor’ required 44.5 cc of tenth-normal 
hydrochloric acid to make it neutral to methyl orange; 

50 grams of this liquor required 15 cc of tenth-normal 
sodium hydroxid to make it neutral to phenolphthalein. 

These results show that this liquor contains quite a large 
quantity of a moderately weak base partly combined with a 
weak acid, and hence largely hydrolyzed to contain consider- 
able numbers of hydroxy] ions. 

Some shrimps were extracted with prt? Se and the volatile 
alkali distilled over is given below. This alkali was just neu- 
tralized with hydrochloric acid and the resulting solution evap- 
orated to dryness on a steam bath. In the white, crystalline, 
deliquescent salt so obtained chlorin and nifrogen were deter- 
mined with the following results:

The chlorplatinate of this amin was found to consist of 
bright yellow crystals containing 41.9 per cent. of platinum. 
The teoretical amount in (N(CH3)H3)2PtC16 is 41.3 per 
cent. 

Twenty cans of shrimps were ground up, covered with 
alcohol,, and allowed to extract for two days. The extract was 
passed through muslin and the filtrate made slightly acid 
with sulphuric acid and evaporated to a small volume. To 
this extract magnesium oxid was added in excess and the 
volatile alkali distilled. The distillate, which smelled much 
like ammonia, was just neutralized with sulphuric acid and 
alcohol was added, causing the separation of a crystalline pre- 
cipitate. 

This was dissolved in water and reprecipitated with alcohol, 
giving 6 grams of dry salt. Some of this salt was distilled 
with sodium hydrate, the distillate (marked Solution I) was 
made up to such a volume that it was a deci-normal alkali, 
and its solvent action on tin was determined. When this solu- 
tion was boiled for one hour with two plates of thin block 
tin, each 2 by 3 inches, 6 mg went into solution from each 
plate. Another portion of the solution, after neutralization 
with hydrochloric acid, was boiled in the same manner and dis- 
solved 5.8 mg from each plate. A tenth-normal solution of 
methylamin treated in the same manner dissolved 5.7 mg of 
tin from each place. Similar plates were boiled for one hour 
in dilute solutions of other akalis, amins, and amino acids, 
including one of the purin bases, with the following results:

DETERMINATION OF VOLATILE BASES IN OTHER COM- 
PARATIVELY NON-ACID FOODS. 

It appears, therefore, that monomenthylamin exists to a 
considerable extent in shrimps, and explains largely their cor- 
rosive action on tin containers. The thought suggests itself 
that the solvent action of certain other nonacid or slightly 
acid foods may be explained in the same manner, and that 
amins and amino acids as a class may have a marked solvent 
effect on tin. These bodies are known to be present in prac- 
tically all fish. According to Schreibler,, beets contain 0.25 
per cent of betain and ripe beets 0.10 per cent. Asparagin has 
been found in asparagus, several fetches, beets, beans and some- 
times in peas. Although asparagin is formed especially during 
the germination of these products, it is also present in the 
unripe vegetables. Among the vegetables which are recognized 
as strongly attacking tin containers are asparagus, spinach, 
string beans, and pumpkin. Samples of these substances of 
unknown history were procured and the acidity to phenol- 
phthalein, the measure of amino acid by titration after adding 
formaldehyde (Sorensen’s method), alkalinity to methyl 
orange, and total volatile alkali were determined in each case. 
The results are given in the following tabular statement cal- 
culated for 100 grams of sample. It is suggested that these 
volatile alkalis and amino acids are responsible to a great 
degree, if not entirely, for the solvent action on tin exerted 
by foods of very low acidity.

It is evident that the volotile akalis and amina acids 
which occur in these vegetables probably have an effect on the 
tin container analogous to that of the methylamin found in 
shrimp. Further work on this subject is in progress, but, 
considering the number of chemists who are studying the con- 
tent of tin salts in canned goods, it seemed best to offer this 
preliminary statement for the purpose of bringing to the at- 
tention of other workers certain phases of tin corrosin which 
seem to be of considerable importance and which have not 
been recognized heretofore. Acknowledgment is made to F. 
W. Liepsner and C. W. Clark for much of the analytical work 
done in connection with the investigation.
